said Mr Pritchard. 

“Who wants to go East! As a few of us are already 
doing, I urge you all to call ourselves as being in the 
Heart Of Lyme Bay and do whatever you can to entice 
those holiday makers to this lovely area and enjoy 
what is on offer.” 

Mr Pritchard, who was speaking at the official open¬ 
ing of the new indoor Play Station facility in Beer, re¬ 
vealed that Pecorama had already lined up two other 
major tourist attractions in the area to promote the con¬ 
cept with Seaton Tramway and the Donkey Sanctuary 
also supporting his initiative. 

He clearly believes that this part of Devon has as 
much, if not more, to offer than the other parts of the 


county and beyond but more needs to be done to at¬ 
tract tourists to stop and see it all for themselves. 

“We have a beautiful coastline, lots of quality attrac¬ 
tions like Seaton Tramway, the Donkey Sanctuary and 
the Wetlands in Seaton,” added Mr Pritchard. 

“We have good accommodation, although I believe 
we need more for visitors to stay at. We have good 
places to eat. 

“Sadly, in my opinion, many people dismiss this area 
when considering holidays in the West Country. They 
start travelling on the A303, A30 or M5 and keep 
going until they fall off at the other end. 

“This part of the country is our best kept secret and 
while it is nice in a way that we are not inundated with 
tourists I don’t think we get our fair share. 

“Tourists by-pass us. I would love to see a big sign 
on the A303 where you leave for Axminster pointing 
the way to the Heart of Lyme Bay.” 


Club chairman apologies to mayor 


A LEADING figure in the Seaton and 
District Visually Impaired Club has 
apologised to the Mayor of Seaton, 
Councillor Gaynor Sedgwick, for call¬ 
ing for her resignation. 

Following a row over Seaton Town 
Council’s alleged failure to deal with a 
list of matters regarding disabilities in 
the town, compiled by blind resident 
John Barrington-Rowell, Mr Terry 
Grimsley, chairman of the Visually 
Impaired Club, attended the Septem¬ 
ber meeting and was one of a number 
of members of the public who called 
on the mayor to resign. 

It was also alleged that the mayor, 
who chairs the council, told Mr Bar¬ 
rington-Rowell, to "shut up and sit 
down" at a previous meeting. 

Councillor Sedgwick told the Sep¬ 
tember meeting that there was a 
"dispute" over what she said to Mr 
Barrington-Rowell but she did not in¬ 
tend to offend him and apologised. 

During the public forum session at 
the September meeting, Mr Grimsley 
said Councillor Sedgwick’s attitude 


was "distasteful" and that her "atti¬ 
tude and demeanour fell far short of 
standards expected of pubic office". 

But Mr Grimsley attended the Oc¬ 
tober meeting and spoke again during 
the public forum. Addressing his com¬ 
ments directly to the mayor, he said: 
"At the last meeting I suggested you 
should consider resigning. I would like 
to rescind that and apologise for what 
I said." 

Mr Grimsley went on to say that he 
had met with Councillor Sedgwick 
and the vice-chairman, Councillor 
Sharon Bruce, and realised he was not 
in full possession of the facts over the 
list of disability issues. 

He now realised that not all the is¬ 
sues were the responsibility of 
Seaton Town Council as some were 
the responsibility of East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council and Devon County Coun¬ 
cil. 

Mr Grimsley also congratulated the 
town council on the part they had 
played in the provision of the planter 
in Harbour Road which had greatly 


improved the risk to the disabled of 
an overhanging window 
He also congratulated town clerk 
Mike Neale for getting to grips with a 
number of the issues and whilst he 
appreciated he was now leaving the 
council's employ, he was confident he 
had left a good legacy for the new in¬ 
cumbent.

AXMINSTER 

Town escapes 
storm havoc 

AXMINSTER and district escaped serious damage 
overnight on Sunday as the South West was told to 
prepare for near hurricane conditions. 

The pending storm was nicknamed “St Jude” (the 
patron saint of lost causes) by weather forecasters, 
with winds of up to 80 mph being predicted in the 
early hours on yesterday (Monday) morning. 

Experts feared that the storm might be as serious 
as the one in 1987 which caused havoc throughout 
the country. 

Whilst the winds were not as strong as expected, 
torrential rain throughout the night caused a num¬ 
ber of isolated flooding scares in and around Axmin- 
ster. 

The winds were severe enough, however, to bring 
down several trees in the area with the roads 
blocked at Raymonds Hill and Yawl, necessitating 
buses to take a detour into Lyme Regis via Char- 
mouth roundabout and Fernhill. 

Also, there were no early morning trains through 
Axminster as British Rail suspended services until 
they had checked for debris and flooding on the line. 

Before the storm set in the eastern carriageway of 
the Axminster by-pass was closed on Sunday after¬ 
noon after a multiple pile-up east of the Axminster 
turning. 

Left without paying bill

Carnival off due 
to storm threats 


A COLYTON man has pleaded not guilty to causing 
death by dangerous driving following a fatal collision 
on the A3052 earlier this year. 

Care home owner Keith Mills, of Colcombe Wood, 
Colyton, is currently on trial at Exeter Crown Court 
after being charged with causing death by danger¬ 
ous/inconsiderate driving and using a motor vehicle 
with insufficient tread following a crash on the 
A3052 in January, which killed Sidmouth rugby 
coach Richard Sawbridge, 68. 

Mr Mills, 54, a former Royal Marines officer, had 
been driving his Audi R8 Coupe from Coltyon to a 
dental appointment in Exmouth in poor conditions 
when the collision took place at Hangmans Stone, 
near Beer. 

Father-of-three and retired Devon County Council 
education advisor, Mr Sawbridge, was travelling in 
the opposite direction, from Sidbury to his home in 
Seaton, when it was alleged Mr Mills’ car veered into 
the wrong side of the road. He lost conciousness and 
died at the scene. 

Mr Mills has denied the charges and said the colli¬ 
sion was caused by aquaplaning. The prosecution 
has said he was driving too fast for the wet condi¬ 
tions and lost control after overtaking an elderly 
couple. 

The trial was due to continue yesterday (Monday) 
at Exeter Crown Court. 

HONITON 

Boost for museum 

ALLHALLOWS Museum has had a surge in visitors 
to its lace exhibition after last week’s royal christen¬ 
ing. 

Prince George was christened wearing a replica of 
the robe made from Honiton lace worn by Victoria, 
Princess Royal, Queen Victoria’s eldest daughter, in 
1841, and the ceremony has sparked renewed inter¬ 
est in the town’s long tradition. 

Around 100 people have visited the museum since 
the christening, far more than staff would usually 
expect to attract. 

Museum Administrator Margaret Lewis said: 
“There’s been a lot more people coming in than 
usual. We were included in a piece on the news and 
people must have decided to come down and have a 
look for themselves. One lady came all the way from 
Hawaii.”

“We didn’t want anyone being injured because of 
the conditions and bearing in mind the carnival 
clubs will be taking their floats to other carnivals in 
the region we didn’t want to be responsible for 
causing damage to any of the floats.” 

Being so late in the carnival season, it is now 
highly unlikely that the Ottery carnival committee 
will be able to rearrange the procession for another 
night. 


VILLAGE pub campaingers have received a huge 
boost in the form of a government grant to help pur¬ 
chase the Red Lion Inn, Sidbury. 

A campaign group formed in the village has been 
bidding to buy the pub, which has been threatened 
with closure by owners Punch Taverns. 

The inn has successfully been listed as an Asset of 
Community Value, which means no one else can buy 
the pub until after March 10th 

In preparation for making an offer to buy the inn, 
the campaign group has been working on developing 
a viable business plan. And now the group has re¬ 
ceived a financial boost in the form of a government 
grant. 

The campaigners can now progress to having the 
pub professionally surveyed and valued after receiv¬ 
ing the pre-feasibility grant of £10,000 from the gov¬ 
ernment funded Social Investment Board. 

The grant, will allow the group to undertake pre¬ 
feasibility work in order to engage professional ad¬ 
visers to have the pub valued, obtain a full building 
condition survey, including undertaking technical 
due diligence, cost the work required to repair and 
upgrade the pub and register a limited company to 
purchase and own the pub. 

Fred Burnett, chairman of Save The Red Lion Cam¬ 
paign, said: “Receiving this significant grant from the 
government’s Social Investment Board comes just at 
the right time for the campaign. We have recently 
opened up a dialogue with the pub’s owner, Punch 
Taverns, and work is progressing well on developing 
a business plan for a future Red Lion business. 

“However, to complete this, the campaign needs to 
know what the pub is realistically worth, as opposed 
to what the owner wants for it, as well as how much 
money would need to be spent on repairing and up¬ 
grading the building. 

“The campaign has received the maximum pre- 
feasibility grant that the Social Investment Board can 
award which I believe demonstrates the strength of 
the case that the campaign made for this sizeable fi¬ 
nancial support. We can now move our work up a 
gear or two.”

Seaton honours Royal 
Observer Corp members 


SEATON has honoured those who served in the Royal 
Observer Corp between 1940 and 1991, when the local 
Post was closed. 

At an impressive ceremony outside Tesco, staged by 
Seaton Town Council, the Mayor, Councillor Gaynor 
Sedgwick, officially overveiled a plaque naming the ac¬ 
cess road to the supermarket “Royal Observer Way”. 

The ceremony was attended by members of the Na¬ 
tional Royal Observer Corps Association, former Seaton 
Post team members, representatives from the Royal 
British Legion and local civic dignatories. 

Standard bearers representing the Royal Observer 
Corps in Yeovil, Exeter, Winchester and Bristol were also 
present, as were the standard bearers from the Merchant 
Navy, Honiton ATC and the Royal British Legion. Chris 
Shire was then parade marshall. 

County and district councillor Jim Knight was also 
present. 

Tesco were represented by Roda Snell and Ian Dyer. 

The Royal Oberver Corps operated hundreds of post 
throughout the United Kingdom during the Second World 
War to monitor enemy acircraft and continued through 
the Cold War whilst there was a threat of a nuclear at¬ 
tack. 

After a welcome by Seaton Town Crier David Craner, 
the Mayor addressed the gathering, saying that Seaton 
Town Council was delighted to honour members of the 
Royal Observer Corp who served on Seaton Posts from 
1940 to 1991. 

She said the first Royal Observer Corp Post was on West 
Walk and the second on Seaton Down Hill, and they were 
delighted that some of the former Seaton tean members 
were present at the ceremony, including Mrs Christine 
Trott, the wife of a former Chief Observer at Seaton. 

Councillor Sedgwick thanked her deputy, Councillor 
Sharon Bruce, the leading force Irving Roberts, Jenny 
Roberts, the National Secretary of the Royal Observer 
Corps Association, and Lawrence Holmes, a member of 
the Exeter Group and a local historian, for organising the 
ceremony. 

Councillor Sedgwick also asked the gathering to rem- 
ber and give thanks for the life of Murray Whitcher, who

died recently, and had worked with them on the planning 
of the ceremony. 

After officially naming the road “Royal Observer Way”, 
Councillor Sedgwick concluded by stating: “Today is 
about thanking and honouring those who served on 
Seaton Posts and ensuring that the people of Seaton do 
not forget the commitment and contribution made by 
these men and women to protect this town and our coun¬ 
try.” 

The plaque was dedicated by Mr Hilary Daniel, hon¬ 
orary chaplain and vice-president of the Royal Observer 
Corps Association, who gave a history of the Seaton 
Posts, referring to the members as playing a “small but 
vital part in liberating the world from the forces of 
tyranny and hatred”. 

After the ceremony and the serving of refreshments, a 
certificate of commendation from the Royal Oberver 
Corp was presented to Seaton resident Irving Roberts 
who first put forward the idea of commemorating the 
Seaton Posts to the town council. Mr Roberts served in 
the Royal Observer Corp in Hertfordshire for 13 years. 

Presentations were also made to the Mayor and Coun¬ 
cillor Bruce.

Centres are playing 
vital part in local life 


EAST DEVON’S 14 community centres are in 
fine fettle - and some could soon become com¬ 
munity hubs. 

That’s the news following a year-long review 
of the centres arranged by the Tenant Scrutiny 
Panel and follow-up work to make suggested 
improvements. 

The clean bill of health came after an inten¬ 
sive study of all 14 centres - one in Axminster, 
one in Broadclyst, six in Exmouth, one in 
Honiton, one in Lympstone, one in Ottery, two 
in Sidmouth and one in Woodbury. 

A project developed through the Tenant 
Scrutiny Panel looked at EDDC’s 14 Housing 
Community Centres and after a year of inves¬ 
tigation developed an action plan showing 
what they wanted to see done to make im¬ 
provements. 

It included the mundane but important work 
of making sure they all met health and safety 
and fire safety standards, and had the right pro¬ 
cedures in place; ensuring consistency in what 
facilities each centre offers and that details of 
what is available in each centre are known cen¬ 
trally; working with long-standing users of the 
centres to encourage de-cluttering; and reor¬ 
ganising how the centres are managed and 
booked. 

After nearly a year of this work, they are now 
being officially re-launched as affordable, good 
quality centres that are available for bookings. 
It is hoped that in time some may become local 
community hubs. 

Councillor Jill Elson, EDDC’s Cabinet mem¬ 
ber for Sustainable Homes and Communities, 
said: “With the idea of the Big Society very 
current, but also in a time of funding cuts, serv¬ 
ice reductions and closures of local businesses 
- sometimes including local pubs - EDDC’s 


Community Development Service are hoping 
these centres will grow in stature and reputa¬ 
tion. 

“The aim is to provide opportunities for peo¬ 
ple to come together and get involved in activ¬ 
ities that appeal to them, and develop 
connections in the way that people do when 
they are all getting stuck into something they 
enjoy. 

“One of our best centres, where this is already 
happening in the way we hope it will happen 
elsewhere, is Millwey Community Centre, 
which every week hosts the Brownies, Tai Chi 
sessions for older people, Monday Monkeys, 
Children’s Centres Stay and Play, the Cru¬ 
saders, an Art Group and a Lunch Club. 

Since the end of last year the users have come 
together as a ‘User Group’ to find solutions to 
issues that affect them all”. 

One of the benefits the Community Develop¬ 
ment Service are now offering is advice and 
support sourcing funding for individuals or 
groups who want to start up a community ini¬ 
tiative in one of the Community Centres, or 
those who need help to keep existing groups 
running and would be happy to move their 
group into one of our centres. 

Councillor Elson added: “If you have an idea 
for a community initiative that you would like 
advice and support in setting up - or you would 
just like to explore the possibility of doing this 
- please get in touch”.

It was clear that Britain was not the “land fit for heroes” 
which was supposed to greet our servicemen who had re¬ 
turned from the front lines. 

Those heroes found that their jobs were no longer held 
for them or that there were no jobs. Abject poverty and 
homelessness was the result for many and they were re¬ 
duced to begging on the street. 

It was out of this appalling situation that the British Le¬ 
gion, as it was then called, was bom. 

Such is the nature of world affairs that, 92 years later, 
the Royal British Legion, along with the other service 
charities, continues to be needed. 

The RBL is the largest service charity by far and holds 
a pivotal position in providing welfare to, and campaign¬ 
ing for, the service community. 

They continue to safeguard the welfare, the interests 
and the memory of the serving, those who have served 
and their dependants. 

There are some 70 branches of the Royal British Legion 
in Devon and over 10,000 members. 

There are three new welfare cases every day and over 
£750,000 is spent each year in the county on Legion wel¬ 
fare.

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U3A given ‘inspirational’ talk 
on charity work in Uganda 


MEMBERS of Seaton U3A were treated to an inspira¬ 
tional talk by Rosie Giles, who used to be a teacher in 
the Axminster area but became involved with The 
Children's Mission to Uganda several years ago. 

She has been to Africa many times to help with vari¬ 
ous projects in the area west of Kampala, around the 
northern shore of Lake Victoria, particularly at 
Kingameseke and Kagando. There are hundreds of chil¬ 
dren in this area who have been orphaned or disabled 
by war, aids or political upheaval. 

Rosie has become a vital link in setting up basic edu¬ 
cation with a group of selfless people who, with hardly 
any resources, often using their own money, have 
begun to make a difference. She is known as 'misungo' 
which means 'white person' and is obviously loved by 
all the pupils. 

Rosie had not wasted money on a professional pres¬ 
entation but used snapshots and homemade videos in 
her talk. 

In one of the schools, the classrooms collapsed and 
the teachers and pupils set about rebuilding them im¬ 
mediately with very little cash, few materials and hardly 
any roads or transport. The well-watered lowland with 
moisture laden winds from L. Victoria is potentially very 
productive, so workshops are being set up to train the 
older children to grow food crops and cotton. 

Rosie was wearing a delightfully printed dress, a prod¬ 
uct of the developing textile workshops. 

Canon Janet, Rosie's main contact in Uganda, has 


spent most of her life working for the children. She did¬ 
n't marry but trained to be a teacher and used her 
money to send her six brothers and sisters to school. 
More recently she has paid for Ruth, a desperately un¬ 
happy girl, to go to college and learn to cook and drag 
herself out of poverty. 

Another tireless worker, Canon Richard, Head of Child 
Protection Policy, has drawn up rules with Janet to safe¬ 
guard girls. Men in Uganda generally believe that it is 
their right to make girls pregnant. Canon Janet empha¬ 
sises that they must work to change attitudes 

Robert, a musician, has set up the Bayira Children's 
Centre for orphaned, abandoned and disabled children, 
financed by his concerts. There are 117 children, three 
teachers and three classrooms. 

Conditions in Magabe's Uganda are horrific. Child sac¬ 
rifice is on the increase since witch-doctors were le¬ 
galised again; 400 children were sacrificed between 
2008 and 2011. Children as young as three are begging 
in organised gangs in the streets of Kampala. A new 
fatal disease developed in 2012, "nodding disease", 
which as yet has no cure. 

One of the most heartening photos in the presentation 
was of the boys' football team, dwarfed by the strip do¬ 
nated by Seaton Town Football Club but obviously very 
happy!

This is the 50th Peppercorn A1 to be built and the only 
one in existence. This remarkable achievement has re¬ 
sulted in a locomotive that is used across the country to 
haul specials, and has already travelled close to 70,000 
miles. 

Not ones to rest on their laurels, the team now plan to 
make a Gresley Class P2 locomotive!

Roman soldier visits heritage association 


THE Axe Valley Heritage Association was visited by a 
Roman soldier at one its latest meeting. 

John Smith gave members an entertaining evening, 
dressing as a soldier and showing off some magnifi¬ 
cent uniforms and helmets he had acquired over the 
years. 

Officers were paid handsomely, had excellent food 
and living conditions and each had two servants. 

Members were shown various helmets; open face 
helmets were used for recognition with flaps at the 
side on flanges and, in the winter, they were lined with 
wool. Thirty-eight pieces of metal held the body ar¬ 
mour together. Uniforms were made at each camp 
and, along with their blacksmiths, each unit was to¬ 
tally self-sufficient. Later, chainmail armour was 
worn, being lighter in weight and easier to put on. 

Members were also shown a collection of spear¬ 
heads, swords, daggers and belts, some of which had 
been dug up locally. 

The final talk was an illustrated history of Trinity 


House Lighthouses by Alan Nichols. Again, members 
agreed this was an extremely well-researched and 
fascinating insight into how the lighthouses came into 
being. 

The royal family, throughout the centuries, have 
been closely involved right up to today with the 
Princess Royal being the latest master. Trinity House 
were involved in many aspects, including training pi¬ 
lots, hydrographic work, advising men of war and 
press gangs in the old days. 

The first lighthouse was built in 1680 on the Isles of 
Scilly. James II gave them their first charter and 
almshouses were built in London for the retired 
mariners and their families. George V gave them their 
royal warrant. 

Changes have occurred over the years to bring the 
lighthouses into the 21st century. Helicopters are 
used to ferry lighthousemen to the few remaining 
lighthouses but most are now automated.

size from small for the "boys", medium for the 
women and youths, up to "gert big unz" for the 
men. Traditionally, the barrels are set alight at var¬ 
ious public houses and hotels around the town and 
follow a tight schedule until the final barrel is car¬ 
ried in the square around midnight. 

Over a 12 month period, barrels are selected and 
their internal surface coated with good old fash¬ 
ioned coal tar, available from only one source in 
the country. Straw and paper is placed inside to 
help the lighting process and the melting tar does 
the rest. 

The Bonfire 

A GRAND bonfire in St Saviours Meadow 
(By kind permission of the Millennium Green 


Committee) is lit by the Carnival Vice President 
Mrs J M Lovell. 

Ottery's giant bonfire is an integral part of the 
annual tar barrels and has many sites throughout 
its history.. 

Three weeks before the tar barrels, all manner 
of material is collected from the community to 
build the bonfire. The sight of the first fully laden 
tractor and trailer seems to herald the coming of 
the tar barrels and in turn generates a bout of com¬ 
munal pruning. On the week before the tar barrels 
the bonfire is finalised and usually stands about 
35ft high with a girth of around 50ft. 

The Guy for the bonfire has been made by the 
same family since 1958. Peter Young has prepared

Tosca tells the story of the love between 
the famous opera singer Fiona Tosca and 
the painter and political activist Mario 
Cavaradossi. Cavaradossi sends the politi¬ 
cal escapee and former Roman Consul- 
General, Cesare Angelotti, to hide down 
the well in his garden. 

The evil Baron Scarpia is determined to 
have Tosca for himself, and invites her to 
supper in order to discover the where¬ 
abouts of Angelotti. He orders the torture 
of Cavaradossi in her earshot. 

Unable to bear his screams of pain, Tosca 
willingly gives up the information n but not 
before she has persuaded Scarpia to allow 
her and her lover to escape from Rome. 

He insists that to satisfy the authorities, 
Cavaradossi must undergo a mock execu¬ 
tion, and arranges this with one of his 
henchmen, Spoletta. He then provides 
Tosca with a note of safe-conduct for her 
and her lover. 

As Scarpia attempts to ravish Tosca, she 
stabs him. Before his body is discovered, 
she mshes to the prison in the Castel San- 
t'Angelo to tell Cavaradossi that he has to 
face the firing squad, that the muskets will 
contain blanks, and he will have to act his 
death. 

But Scarpia has tricked Tosca - the bul¬ 



lets are real! As Cavaradossi lies dead and 
Scarpia's henchmen approach, Tosca is left 
with no alternative and takes her own life. 

Puccini’s timeless verismo score is well 
served by two exceptional casts. Patricia 
Racette and Sondra Radvanovsky share the 
title role of the jealous diva, opposite two 
leading tenors Roberto Alagna and Mar¬ 
cello Giordani.
